years, but tho profits made by tho Indian 
tea company have been exceedingly large 
The London Financial News says that 
one company in particular has paid an 
average of 1G per cent for the past ten 
years. Tho News looks for more specu- 
lative interest to bo taken in this diren. 
tion. Tea companies have been slow to 
seek markets for their stocks for several 
reasons. In one or two cases, where out- 
side money was invested, the results were 
such as to rather ^discourage investors. 
Operations in tea stocks on tbe esotange 
have been restricted by the wide margins 
necessary. The nigh return yielded up- 
on oapital invested, even in tno present 
low range of prices, is a leading reason 
for the interest awakened. The growth 
of the industry has been very great. In 
ten years the English imports rose from 
29,500,000 pounds to 70,000,000 pnnnds. 
Tho oonsumpti»u ton years ago was 2G,- 
700,000 pounds. In 1SSC it wasC8,GOO,000 
pounds. The home consumption of In- 
dian tea is something like CO per cent o' 
tbe production. 
Prices havo fallen, 


owing chiefly to improve} machinery, the 
oonbolidating of estates and more ioien- 
nfio modes of cultivation and preparation, 
iudian tea, it is stated, oan compete with 
3hina tea notwithstanding the low price 
ot the latter. 


Au acre of ground will yield on a fair

Ho simply became tbo butt of the 
ridicule ot his comrades. Perhops in charity 
you and I won't think at all of that class, but 
lot bygones bo bygones.

would have done so before the surgeon could 
have been reached. But I need not toll you 
what tun good chaplains or tbo bad ones did, 
bat I can speak with you freely, because I 
did not have tho good fortune to havo you in 
my ranks."—Exchange.
